the north of Wiju. They are also be- 
ginning to concentrate troops in Wiju, 
•from which place they have moved the 
Korean-population. 


"Information has roached me that 
quantities of material, apparently parts 
of pontoon bridges, are being collected 
opposite the Island of Mabikhe. 


"Our scouts have killed two Japa- 
nese scouts, one I of whom appeared to 
be an officer. 


"On our right flank our scouts exe- 
cuted daring reconnolssances. extend- 
ing over several days, on the left bank 
of the Yalu, as the result of which it 
has been ascertained that there are 
only a few troops-south of the river 
Pomakua, but that the Japanese there 
are occupied in preparing boats. 
A 
Russian detachment of two officers 
and 32 men proceeded thither in three 
boats. The detachment, however, wae 
discovered by the enemy, and shots 
were exchanged, three of our riflemen 
being killed. 
Staff Captain Smeizin 
and 11 riflemen were severely and

the north of Wiju. They are also be­ 
ginning to concentrate troops in Wiju, 
'from which place they have moved the 
Korean - population. 
“Information has reached me that 
quantities of material, apparently parts 
of pontoon bridges, are being collected 
opposite the Island of Mabikhe. 
“Our scouts have killed two Japa­ 
nese scouts, one I of whom appeared to 
be an oillcer. 
“On our right flank our scouts exe­ 
cuted daring reconnoissances, extend­ 
ing over several days, on the left bank 
of the Yalu, as the result of which it 
has been ascertained that there are 
only a few troops south of the river 
Pomakua, but that the Japanese there 
are occupied in preparing boats. 
A 
Russian detachment of two oiflcers 
and 32 men proceeded thither in three 
boats. The detachment, however, was 
discovered by the enemy, and shots 
were exchanged, three of our riflemen 
being killed. Staff Captain Smeizin 
and 11 riflemen were severely and 
Lieutenant Pushkin 
and 
four men 
slightly wounded. The detachment re­ 
turned to our bank of the river under 
the cover of two of our guns.**

SCARCITY OF WHALEBONE. 


Tlio Ucnrlh ]>riiy Tause Higher I'rlccs For 


SubfiiUiitcE« 


A ratlior 
stiirtling 
paragraph 
ap- 
peared in a London evening .lournal 
recently, Avhich, after convoying tho 
information that a small shipment of 
whalebone 
I. ' changed hands at 
a 
f..'inlous figure. A^olunteorod the state- 
ment that there were only four tons of 
that precious commodity left on the 
earth. 


The solution is simple, and by no 
moans so fearful as it sounds. 
It is a 
fact that the available supply is in- 
flnitosimal. 
chiefly by reason of the 
fact that the Davis Straits. Avhere the 
Avhalos 
congregate, 
have 
been 
ice- 
packed. and catches ha vn 
therefore, 
been few and far between. 
Dundoe, 
at AvhIch toAvn the raAv bono is mar- 
keted, has been unable, on that ac- 
count. to prorure its supplies, and the 
tAvo and one half tons AvhIch recently 
changed hands at .$15.000 per ton may 
be taken to indicate the market price 
wMlI go still higher. 


There is. probably, a good deal more 
than four tons in America, the greater 
portion of Avhich, hoAvever, is consumed 
at home. 
There still rertiains a small 
quantity In Dundee. 
The trade, 
it 
should be said, is in Europe excluslA'ely 
in the hands of tAvo or three houses, 
one or the other of Avhich A\'ill purchase 
the supplies. 


No further AA'halebone can be ex- 
pected for many months, and it Avill be 
November before the raw material can 
be worked up. 
There are, however, 
still plenty of whales in tho sea. Avhich 
may be relied upon to rise to the har- 
poons AA'Ith their accustomed alacrity. 


The dearth of the real article Avill un- 
doubtedly encourage the use of sub- 
stitutes, on account of the high price 
AAiiicb bleachers have to pay, and the 
consequent increase in retail A^alues. 


The trade accepts the situation philo- 
sophically. Substitutes are used freely 
in some directions. 
For some articles, 
boAvever, the real thing is always em- 
ployed. noticeably in the case of the 
"SAvagger" military canes. 


When Trains Woxihl Nofc Stop, 


M. F. De Mare suggests a system of 
operating railroads, particularly suit- 
able for those using electric poAA^er, 
Avhich AVill avoid the loss of time to 
stoppages to let of£ and take on pas- 
sengers. 
The train, w^hich may 
be 
drawn by any power, has 
attached 
to the rear end a car equipped witii 
motors, enabling it to attain a speed 
someAvhat above that of the train. Be- 
fore approaching a station, the pas- 
sengers and baggage intended for that 
point are transferred to the rear car. 
The latter is then detached from the 
train and brought to a stop at the 
station, the train proceeding at full 
speed. 
Passengers Avho AA'Ish to take 
the train to other points are placed 
on a car similar to that detached from 
the train. 
This stands on a 
side 
track, and on the approach of 
the 
train gets under Avay. 
As soon as 
the train has passed the station, tho 
car proceeds out upon the track at 
full speed, catches the train and is 
coupled to it, transfers its 
passen- 
gers to the train, and receives those 
for the next stop, Avhen the process 
is repeated.—Electro.

SCARCITY OF WHALliSONE. 


Tlio lie a r th H a y 
UlRliPr l^rlccs F o r 
Subsiiitilcs« 
A ratlior 
.startling 
paragraph ap­ 
peared in a London evening journal 
recently, AA'hich, after conveying the 
information that a small .shipment of 
Avhaloliono 1. ' changed hands at a 
f.n<iilous flgure, volunteered the state­ 
ment that there AA'oro only four tons of 
that precious commodity left on the 
earth. 
'I’he solution is simple, and by no 
means so fearful as It sonnd.s. It is a 
fact tliat the available supply is in- 
flnitesimal, chiefly by reason of the 
fact that the Davis Straits, Avhere the 
Avhales congregate, 
haA*e been 
Ice- 
packod, and catches h.ivo, therefore, 
been few and far between. 
Dundoc, 
at Avhich tOAvn the raAV bone is mar­ 
keted, has been unable, on that ac­ 
count, to procure its supplies, and the 
tAvo and one lialf ton.s Avhich recently 
changed hands at .$15,000 per ton may 
be taken to indicate the market price 
AA’ill go still higher. 
There is, probably, a good deal more 
than four tons in America, the greater 
portion of Avhich, hoAvever, Is consumed 
at home. There still reibains a small 
quantitj' In Dundee. 
The trade. It 
should be said, is in Europe exclusl\'ely 
in the hands of tAA’o or throe bouses, 
one or the other of Avhlcb will purchase 
the supplies. 
No further Avhalebone can be ex­ 
pected for many months, and It Avill be 
November before the raw material can 
be AA’orked up. 
There are, however, 
still plent.v of whales In tho sea, Avhicb 
may be relied upon to rise to the har­ 
poons A^’ith their accustomed alacrity. 
The dearth of the real article Avill un­ 
doubtedly encourage the use of sub­ 
stitutes, on account of the high price 
wOiIcb bleachers have to pay, and the 
consequent Increase in retail A’alues. 
The trade accepts tlie situation philo­ 
sophically. Substitutes are used freely 
in some directions. For some articles, 
hoAvever, the real thing Is always em­ 
ployed, noticeably in the case of the 
“SAvagger” military canes. 


W hen Trains W ould Not Stop* 
M. I'\ De Mare suggests a system of 
operating railroads, particularly suit­ 
able for those using electric poAver, 
Avhich Avill avoid the loss of time to 
stoppages to let off and take on pas­ 
sengers. 
Tho train, A\'hich may be 
draAvn by any power, has attached 
to the rear end a car equipped witli 
motors, enabling It to attain a speed 
sonieAvhat above that of the train. Be- 
fore approaching a station, the pas­ 
sengers and baggage Intended for that 
point arc transferred to the rear car. 
The latter is then detached from the 
train and brought to a stop at the 
station, the train proceeding at full 
.speed. 
Pa.ssengers Avho \A'ish to take 
the train to other points are placed 
on a car similar to that detached from 
the train. 
This stands on a side 
track, and on tho approach of the 
train gets under Avay. 
As soon as 
the train has passed the station, tho 
car proceeds out upon the track at 
full speed, catches the train and is 
coupled to it, transfers its passen­ 
gers to the train, and receh'os those 
for the next stop, Avhen the process 
Is repeated.—Electro.

The Island of Jolo covers fully 320 
equare miles. It is of coral formation, 
and offers a most excellent harbor to 
the west. 
In topography it is gently 
undulating and covered throughout its 
entire length by the rankest tropical 
vegetation, 
valuable toakwood 
being 
found extensively throughout the en- 
tire district. 
Nowhere in the world 
are more 
luscious 
fruits 
produced. 
Among those peculiar to this belt is 
the durian, which is about the size of 
a muskmelon. 
Its exterior presents 
somewhat the appearance of a chest- 
nut burr, being prickly and 
tough; 
within, the fruit is white and cheeb«- 
like. and owing to this peculiarity the 
American soldiers dubbed it "the vck- 
etable limburger.'* 
The niaugosteen is 
another of the rare fruits. 
It Is the 
size of an average orange, chocolate 
colored, and haa a very brittle 
skin. 
Inside, four white sections contain a 
colorless liquid. 
This is the rarest 
fruit known, and the only one, so it is 
claimed, that Queen Victoria had never 
tasted, there being no way of preserv- 
ing the fruit for a 
sufficient period 
after plucking to permit of shipping to 
any distance.

While liquid air has not proven u- 
self the wonderfiil power which it was 
claimed to be at the start, it has found 
other fields in which its usefulness can- 
not be questioned, and, instead of driv- 
ing machinery, it has come to be used 
in the treatment of certain 
diseases. 
It ïs still the subject of a great deal 
of experiment in the laboratory, and 
has recently been used in conjunction 
with that new wonder, radium, serving 
to prove new theories in regard to the 
latter.

From all accounts the rresidenlinl 
reception at the AVhite House 
was 
vastly different from those given by 
the Father of His Country over 100 
years ago. riilladelphia was thou the 
scene. 
The President rented A house 
at Sixth and lAIarket streets for $^000 
a year and dressed himself much more 
elaborately tlian he had had for similar 
occasions in New York, 


But ho was not strenuous, leaning 
more to the courtly. 
These reports of 
last Friday's White House reception 
fire astounding by comparifion. 
Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was pumphandlcd by 
thousands of able bodied persons, and 
in order not to disappoint a big colored 
delegation at the end he gave 
the 
band instructions to do quicksteps and 
the like la order to accelerate the lin- 
gering footsteps. With Its aid he could 
send them on at an average of a little 
less than one a second. 
Not so Wash- 
ington. 
A chosen few were admitted 
and formed a circle around the re- 
ception room. 
Then the 
President 
made the round, favoring each with a 
formal bow and a few words. Then he 
returned to his position before the fire* 
place, and they, in turn, were conduct- 
ed to him, bowed and retired. 


There was no handshaking, his hands 
**boing so bestowed as to indicate that 
the salutation was not to be accom- 
paniod with shaking hands." At these 
levees our ilrst President shone, too, 
in the matter of dress. 
Nobody even 
thought of decrlbing Roosevelt's at- 
tire, which was doubtlessly the or- 
dinary frock coat suit. 
As for Wash- 
ington, he is described as respendent 
in black velvet, sliver knee and shoe 
buckles, long black silk stockings, his 
powdered hair tied in a silk bag or 
queue behind. 
He wore yellow gloves 
and held a cocked hat in his hand.—

STAINED FLOORS. 


Floors that are stained and t-ilcd are 
easily kept clean. 
Tho ainterial costs 
very little and anybody' can apply i t 
For an oak stain, take raw sienna, add 
a little umber to it and mix with half 
a pint of linseed oil and a quart of tur- 
pentine. 
A tablespoonfiil 
of 
Japan 
dryer put in the turpentine will make 
It dry quickly. 
Apply with a clean 
paint brush and give it two coats if 
one does not make it dark enough. 
After the floor is stained give It a 
coat of linseed oil. If the oil is reap- 
plied once a year tho floor will alwayt 
look well. 


A KITCHEN CABINET. 


Those who have small kitchens will 
find a kitchon cabinet very convenient. 
If you And them too expensive, get the 
husband or sou who is handy ^Aitli 
tools to fill the space under the kit- 
chen table with drawers and shelves 
for holding the rolling pin, spice boii 
soda, 
salt 
mixing 
spoon, 
kitchen 
knives and various other things that 
you have been trying to find a place 
for. 
The shelves may be protected 
from the dust by a curtain or door. 
Now cover the top with tin, and you 
will find it one of the most useful ar- 
ticles of kitchen furniture you ever 
bad. 


THE IDEAL KITCHEN. 


• The ideal kitchen should have large 
windows, through which 
plenty 
oi 
light and fresh air can enter. 
It 
should have an oiled hardwood floor or 
one covered with linoleum. 
Oilcloth 
.will not answer the same purpose. 
Linoleum is a warm floor covering, 
and, though not so bright as oilcloth, 
it is much more durable. 
The walls 
may be painted, they may be papered 
with enamelled tile paper, or they may 
be whitened or whitewashed. The old- 
fashioned 
whitewashed 
wall has a 
great deal to commend it. The white- 
wash acts as a disinfectant and thor- 
oughly purifies the wall each time It 
is applied; but it can scarcely be re- 
newed oftener than once a year, and 
cannot be cleaned except by a fresh 
coat. A painted wall can be scrubbed, 
but this is a laborious process, and is 
not likely to be atto.nded to as often 
as necessary. But a wall papered with 
enamelled tile paper can be washed ofi 
as frequently as necessary with clean 
cold water and does not have to be 
revarnished often. 
Enamelled paper 
does not absorb odors or smoky mois- 
ture as ordinary paper does. and. nexl 
to the tiles themselves, 
which, 
ol 
course, make the ideal kitchen wall, 
but are too expensive for ordinary 
houses, is the best wall covering for 
a kitchen. 
Some housewives object 
to enamelled tile paper on the ground 
that It is an imitation of the genuine 
tiled wall, and that imitations are in 
bad taste. 
But, while there is reason 
in this view, the enamelled paper is 
so clean and wholesome and so much 
better than anything else that it seems 
to be the only thing to be considered 
for the average kitchen. 
Enamelled 
paper can be procured in designs that 
do not resemble tiles very closely, and 
some of them are most artistic.—New 
York Tribuni^,

Cream SaucG For Pudding—Beat a 
piece of butter the size of an egg with 
powdered sugar until it is a llghl 
?ream. Set to one Bide, 
Put a cupful 
of boiling water into a small sauce- 
pan and stir into it one teaspoonful oi 
flour mixed with a little cold water 
Cook until clear, smooth and tho con- 
•istency of thin starch. 
Take up the 
bowl containing the butter and sugai 
mixture, and while one beats it ener- 
getically let another pour into it slow- 
ly and evenly the hot flour sauce.

STAINED FLOORS. 
Floors that arc stained and t iled are 
easily kept clean. The material costs 
very little and anybody* can apply It 
For an oak stain, take raw sienna, add 
a little umber to it and mix with half 
a pint of linseed oil and a quart of tur- 
pontine, A tablespoonful of Japan 
dryer put in the turpentine will make 
it dry quickly. 
Apply with a clean 
paint brush and give it two coats if 
one does not make it dark enough. 
After the floor is stained give it a 
coat of linseed, oil. If the oil is reap­ 
plied once a year the floor will always 
look Avell. 


A KITCHEN CABINET. 
Those who have small kitchens will 
find a kitchen cabinet very convenient. 
If you find them too expensive, get the 
husband or son who is handy >%ith 
tools to fi.ll the space under the kit­ 
chen table with drawers and shelves 
for holding the rolling pin, spice bo*» 
soda, 
salt 
mixing 
spoon, 
kitchen 
knives and various other things that 
you have been trying to find a place 
for. 
The shelves may be protected 
from the dust by a curtain or door. 
Now cover the top with tin, and you 
will find it one of the most useful ar­ 
ticles of kitchen furniture you ever 
had. 


THE IDEAL KITCHEN. 
* The ideal kitchen should have large 
windows, through which 
plenty 
ol 
lifirht and fresh air can enter. 
It 
should have an oiled hardwood fioor or 
one covered with linoleum. 
Oilcloth 
.will not answer the same purpose. 
Linoleum is a warm floor covering, 
and, though not so bright as oilcloth, 
it is much more durable. 
The walls 
may be painted, they may be papered 
with enamelled tile paper, or they may 
be whitened or whitewashed. The old- 
fashioned whitew’ashed wall has a 
great deal to commend it. The white­ 
wash acts as a disinfectant and thor* 
oughly purifies the wall each time it 
is applied; but it can scarcely be re* 
newed oftener than once a year, and 
cannot be cleaned except by a fresh 
coat, A painted wall can be scrubbed, 
but this is a laborious process, and is 
not likely to be attnnded to as often 
as necessary. 3^t a 'wall papered with 
enamelled tile paper can be w^ashed ofl 
as frequently as necessary with clean 
cold w^ater and does not have to be 
revarnished often. 
Enamelled paper 
does not absorb odors or smoky mois­ 
ture as ordinary paper does, and, next 
to the tiles themselves, 
which, 
ol 
course, make the ideal kitchen wall, 
but are too expensive for ordinary 
houses, is the best wall covering for 
a kitchen. 
Some housewives object 
to enamelled tile paper on the ground 
that it is an imitation of the genuine 
tiled Avail, and that imitations are in 
bad taste. But, while there is reason 
in this view, the enamelled paper is 
so clean and wholesome and so much 
better than anything else that it seems 
to be the only thing to be considered 
for the average kitchen. 
Enamelled 
paper can be procured in designs that 
do not resemble tiles very closely, and 
some of them are most artistic,—New 
York Tribune, 
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Rice, Creole Style—Chop fine a whit« 
onion and two green peppers, saute 
with half a cup of raw laaiu, shredded 
rather line, in one-fourth of a cup of 
butter; coolc about ten minutes, then 
add a cup of bJanebed rice and three 
jups of beef broth, simmer twenty min.

Penc'h Cobblei’—Make a rich pastry 
or puff paste and line a deep porcelain 
dish. 
Fill with peeled and halved 
peaches, 
sweetened 
and 
slightly 
stewed, if desired. AVitli ripe peaches, 
hov/ever, this is hardly desirable 
Drop in three or four cracked peach 
pits. Cover with juste and bake Id 
a Quidi oven. 
When done break the 
top crust lightly with a fork and mis 
with the peaches. Sprinkle powdered 
sugar over the top and serve with I’icb 
cream. 
Cream Sauce For Pudding—Beat • 
piece of butter the size of an egg with 
powdered sugar until it is a Jighl 
sream. Set to one Bide, Put a cupful 
of boiling water into a small sauce­ 
pan and stir into it one teaspoonful ol 
flour mixed with a little cold water 
Cook until clear, smooth and the con- 
•istency of thin starch. Take up the
